We shall not.ffiowever, 
I am sure, bt able to put our civil service 
upon a non-psrtisan basis until we have 
secured the incumbency that fair-mind­ 
ed men of the opposition will approve 
for impartiality and integrity. 
As the 
number of such in the c iv ilist is in­ 
creased. the removals from office will 
dimmish 
Then, again, he makes a statement 
with caution and practical sense: "The 
civil list is so large that a personal 
knowledge of any large number of ep- 
plicants is impossible. The president 
must rely upon the representations of 
others, and these are ellen made incon­ 
siderately and without any just sense of 
responsibility. 
I have a light, I think, 
to insist that those who volunteer cr are 
invited to give advice as to appointments 
shall exercise consideration and fidel­ 
ity.” 
If the political opponents of President 
Harrison will read what he has to say on 
the southern question, they will find that 
his words ate words of kindness and wis­ 
dom, and his policy one of dignity and 
sound statesmanship.

The report comes from Mauston, that 
John Turner died in that town on Mon­ 
day morning.

Be* 
canso H e H ad to W alk In the Rain. 
W a s h in g t o n , March 5. —The House re­ 
convened Monday morning at 9:55 o’clock 
after a recess from 2:55 a. rn. 
S haker 
Carlisle was in the chair, but the attend­ 
ance on the floor was very light, the mem­ 
bers being pretty well tired out after tho 
previous night’s session. The galleries began 
to fill up rapidly and a great crowd surged 
around the entrance to the capitol seeking 
admission. 
The conference report on the land for­ 
feiture bill was agreed to. 
Mr. Blanchard 
of Louisana arosr to a question of privilege 
and stated that members of the House had 
been grossly insulted by Senate employes 
this morning in endeavoring to pass from 
the Senate wing of the capitol to the House 
wing. 
They were stopped by a barricado 
which had been erected by order of tho 
Senate impeding tho passageway 
and 
members were obliged to go outside of tho 
capitol and walk several hundred yards 
through the driving rain, in order to reach 
the House. 
Mr. Blanchard was mad and said tho ar­ 
rogance and assumption of the Senate in 
arranging the inauguration 
ceremonies 
was going too far. 
Ho offered a resolution 
directing tho 
sergeant-at-arms to take 
steps to secure admission to tho Senate 
wing 
of 
tho members of the house. 
Mr. 
Anderson 
of 
Kansas 
said 
he 
would not stand this arrogance of the 
Senate any longer. 
He therefore offered 
a resolution directing the sergeant-at-arms 
of tho House to take tho posse and break 
down tho barricades. 
The Speaker ruled 
this out of prder after several members 
had recounted their experiences of ill-troat- 
ment at the hands of insolent employes, and 
tho Houso had vigorously vented its spleen.

T he O ath o f Office A d m in istered to th e 
Y*lce P resid en t. 
The ceremonies of inauguration began 
with the organization of the Senate. 
A t IO a. rn. the Senate and House had 
named the usual joint committee of notifi­ 
cation of the President of the readiness of 
the two houses of Congress to adjourn. 
Tho joint committee having been commu­ 
nicated with President Cleveland conveyed 
his answer to their respective houses that 
he had no further communications to make. 
Tho committee of arrangements then 
waited upon Mr. Morton, who was in a t­ 
tendance at tho Vice-Presidence’s office at 
tho capitol. 
Having received their notifi­ 
cation the Vice-President-elect entered tho 
Senate chamber by the main door. 
His 
presence having boen announced by the 
door-keeper the Senate arose. 
President 
pro tempore Ingalls standing said: “ Sena­ 
tors: 
Tho Chair has the pleasure to an­ 
nounce that the Vice-President-elect of the 
United States is in the Senate chamber and 
if agreeable to him the Chair will adminis­ 
ter to him tho oath of office.” 
The Vice-President-elect, having advanced 
to the President’s dais, there took the oath 
prescribed by law, after which he was con­ 
ducted to a seat at tho right of the Presi- 
pent of the Senate. 
That retiring officer 
rising, pronounced his valedictory, a t the 
conclusion of which, tho great clock of the 


repeating’atter the Chief Justice the oath 
prescribed by tho constitution. 
Having 
finished the new President leaned over and 
kissed the sacred book as a symbol of 
acknowledgment of his great trust in be­ 
half of the people and their institutions. 
Chief Justice Fuller then extended his 
hand in greeting, the Vice-President ad­ 
vanced aud extended the same form of 
salutation on behalf of the legislative co­ 
ordinate branch of the government. 
The 
moment tho President placed his lips upon 
the Bible in response to a given signal the 
batteries in the park fired a national salute 
aud the troops presented arms. 
Then the 
President delivered his address 
The Sen­ 
ate returned to its chamber and formally 
adjourned for the day. 
The committee on 
arrangements having charge of the Presi­ 
dent escorted him to the state carriage. 
drawn by four horses, awaiting him at the 
Senate entrance. 
The lYesident took a 
position near the head of tho column, pass­ 
ing down Pennsylvania avenue to the 
White House, where he reviewed tho great 
procession from the stand erected for the 
purpose in company with a largo number 
of prominent officials of the States and 
nation and the diplomatic corps.

tol. 
Vice-President Levi P. Morton was ad­ 
ministered tho official oath by President 
Pro Tem Ingalls a t the bar of tho Senate 
before the inauguration of the President. 
Tho sight of the advancing column sent 
the thousands who thronged tho east park 
flying in all directions. 
A passage for the 
m ilitary was made through tho crowd, and 
a wild scamper for places from which to 
view the parade began. 
Tho side streets 
were packed with people, many of whom 
could get only a glimpse of tho flags car­ 
ried by tho paraders on the avenue. 


VICE PRESIDENT MORTON. 
Senate pointing at the moment of meridian, 
he declared the Senate adjourned without 
day. 
The new President of the Senate tile 
instant his predecessor retired from his seat 
took tile chair. 
The retiring President de­ 
livered to him tho ivory gavel, the insignia 
of the authority of the body over which he 
presides. 
The Vice-President of the United 
States and the president of tho Senate, 
Mr. Alorton, after a few introductory re­ 
marks, proclaimed tho Senate in session by 
virtue of the proclamation of the President, 
which the Secretary of tho Senate read. 
The newly elected Senators whose cre­ 
dentials were on file wore called forward in 
alphabetical order in groups of four by the 
Secretary and the oaths of office adminis­ 
tered.

Tin* N ation's Glory. 
“I xviii not attempt to note the marvelous and. 
in great part, 
happy cont rusts between our 
country us :t stops ovor the threshold into its 
second century of organizi d existence under the 
Constitution, aud that vzeak but wisely ordered 
young nation that looked undauntedly down the 
first century, when all its years stretch© I out 
before it. 
“Our people xxiii not fail at this time to recall 
the incidents which accompanied tho institution 
of govirnment under tho Constitution, or to find 
inspiration and guidance in tho teachings and 
example of Washington and his groat associates 
and hope and courage in tho contrast which 
thirty o -lit populous and prosp rom States 
otter to the thirteen S atis, weak in oxerything 
except courage and love of liberty, that then 
fringed our 
Atlantic 
teaboard ' Tho Ter­ 
ritory of Dakota has now a population greater 
than any of the original States except Virginia). 
and gloater than tho aggregate of five of the 
smaller States In 1790. Tho center of pop tui­ 
tion, when our national capital xvas located, was 
east of baltimore, and it was argued by well­ 
informed persons that it xx’ould move eastward 
rather than westward 
Yet in 1880 it was found 
to bo near Cincinnati, and the new census 
about to be taken xviii show another stride to 
tho westward. 'Ihat which was tho b aly has 
corno to be only the rJell fringo of tho nation’s 
robe. but our growth bas not been limited to 
territory, population, 
and aggregate weulth, 
marvelous 
as 
it 
has 
been 
in 
each 
of 
thoso directions. Tho masses of our people 
avo 
bettor fed, 
clo heil, and housed than 
their 
fathers 
were. 
The 
facilities 
for 
popular education have been vastly enlarged 
and 
more 
generally diffused. 
Tho virtues 
of courngo and patriotism liax-e given recent 
proof of their continued presence and increas­ 
ing power in tho hearts and over tho lives of our 
people. The influences of religion have been 
multiplied and strengthened. The sweet offices 
of charity have greatly increased. Tho virtue 
of temperance is held in higher estimation. 
We have not attained an ideal condition. 
Not 
all of our people are happy and prosperous; 
not all of them are virtuous and law-abiding. 
but, on tho xvholo, the opportunities ottered to 
tho individual to secure the comforts of life aro 
better than aro found elsewhere, and largely hot­ 
ter than they wtro iou years ago. 
The surrender of a large measure of sover­ 
eignty to the General Government, effected by 
the adoption of the Constitution, was not ac­ 
complished until suggestions of reason were 
strongly re-enforcod by tho more imperative 
voice or experience. The divergent interests of 
peace speedily demanded a ‘more perfect union.’ 
The merchant, shipmaster, and manufacturer 
discovered and disclosed to oar statesmen and 
to tho peoplo that commercial emancipation 
must bo added to the political freedom which 
had boon so bravely won. The commercial jH)li*-y 
of tho mother country had not relaxed any of its 
pard and oppressive features. To hold in chock 
t ha development of our commercial mnrine, to 
prevent or retard the establishment and growth 
of manufactures in States, and s.» to secure iui 
American market for their shops and a carrying 
trade for their ships, was tho policy of European 
statesmen, and was pursued xvith most self­ 
ish vigor. Petitions poured in upon Cougess 
urging the imposition of discriminating duties 
that should encourage the production of needed 
tuings at home. The patriotism of the people, 
which no longer found u field of existence in war, 
was energetically directed to tho duty of equip­ 
ping the young republic for tho defense of its in­ 
dependence by making tho people self-dopeml- 
ent. Societies for the promotion of homo m anu­ 
factures and for encouraging the use of dom es­ 
tics in tho dress of tho people were organized in 
many of tho States. Revival at tho end of tho 
century of some patriotic interest in the pre­ 
servation and development of domestic indus­ 
tries and tho defense of our working people 
against injurious fo eign competition is an in­ 
d iu m worthy of attention. 
“It is not adepar;ure but a roturn that we 
have witnessed. A protective policy hail then 
its opponent* 
Argument was made as now 
that its benefits inured to particular classes or 
sections, lf tho question became in any souse 
or ut any time sectional, it xvas only because 
slavery existed in some of the States, 
but for 
this there was no reason why the cotton-pro­ 
ducing States should not hax-o led or walked 
abreast xvith tho New England States in the pro­ 
duction of cotton fabrics. 
“There was this reason only why tho States 
that divide with Pennsylvania Ute mineral treas­ 
ures of tho great southeast' rn and central 
mountain ranges shoulu havobeeuso tardy in 
bringing to the smelting furnace and to the mill 
coal and iron from their near opi>osing hillsides. 
Tho mill fires were lighted a*, the funeral pile of 
slavery. The emancipation proclamation was 
beard in the depths of tho earth as xvell as in the 
sky. Men were made free aiel material tilings 
Iwcame our better servants. Tho sectional ele­ 
ment bas. happily, been eliminated from the 
taritt discussion. We have no longer States that 
are necessarily only planting Stales ; none are 
excluded from achieving that diversification of 
pursuit among the peoplo which brings wealth 
aud contentment. The cotton plantation will 
not be Ii ss valuable wli n tho product is spun 
in a country town by operatives chose necessi­ 
ties call for diversified crops and create a home 
demand for garden and agricultural products. 
Every new mine, furnace and factory is on ex­ 
tension of the productive capacity of the State 
more real and valuable than aimed territory. 
Shall 
the 
prejudices 
and 
paralysis 
of 
slavery continue to hang upon the skirts 


F oreign D elations. 
“We have happily maintained the policy of 
avoiding all interference with European ntlairs. 
We have been only interested spectators of tuoir 
contentious in diplomacy and in war ready to 
use our friendly offices to promote peuco, b it 
never obtruding our advice and never a:ti mpt- 
ing unfairly to coin tho distresses of otner 
powers into commercial advantage to our­ 
selves. 
We have a just right to expect that 
our Euroi>ean policy xviii bo the American i*oli- 
cy of Lur* .pean courts. 
It is so manifestly m- 
compatible xvith thoso precautions tor our peace 
amt safety which all the great powers habitual­ 
ly observe and enforce in matters atfocting them 
that a shorter xxaterway between our Eastern 
and Western seai/oards should bo dominated by 
any Luroi*ean government, that we may conn- 
deutly expect that such purpose xviii not bo en­ 
tertained by any frlen lly power. 
“We shall in tho future, us in tho past, use 
every endeavor to maintain and enlarge our 
friendly relations xvith all tho great powers, but 
they will not expect us to look kindly upou uuy j 
project that would leuvo us subject to the dan- ' 
ger* of hostile observation or environment. We 
have not 8<*u bt to dominate or to absorb any of I 
our xveaker neighbors, but rather to aid aud en­ 
courage them to establish free and stable gov- ; 
ernments, resting upou the consent of their own 
people. 
“ We have dear right to expect, therefore, that . 
no European government xviii seek to establish 
colonial dependencies upon the territory of th s e 
indol>endeut American Mates. That which a 
sense of justice restrains us fr* m seeking Ray 
may be reasonably expected to bo willing to I 
forego. It must not be assumed, however, that 
our interests are so exclusively American that 
our entire inattention to any events that may 
transpire elsewhere can bo tuken for granted. 
Our citizens, domiciled fur tho purposed tra io 
in all countries and on many of the islands 
of the sea, demand and will have our ade­ 
quate care in their personal and commercial 
rights. The necessities of our navy require con­ 
venient touting stations and dock and harbor 
privileges. 
These and other trailing privileges 
we will feel free to obtain only by means that do 
not In any de.;,roo partake of coercion, however 
feeble the government from which we ask su n 
concession; but, haxdng fairly obtained them by 
methods aud for purposes entirely consist­ 
ent 
with 
tho 
most 
friendly 
Uiai>ositii>n 
toward all othor powers our consent 
will 
be necessary to any 
mollification 
or im­ 
pairment of concession. 
We shall neither 
fail to respect tho flag of any friendly nation or 
tho just rights of its citizens, nor to exact a like 
treatment for our own. 
Calmness, justice, aud 
consideration should characterize our diploma­ 
cy. The offices of an intelligent or of a friendly 
arbitration in proper cases should be adequate 
to a peaceful adjustment of all international 
difficulties, lly such methods xto will make 
our contribution to the world’s peace, which no 
nation values more highly, aud avoid the op­ 
probrium which must fail upou a nut iou that 
ruthlessly breaks it. 


Various Subjects A lluded To. 
“It is a subject of congratulation that thoro Is 
a near prospect of the admission into tho Union 
of the Dakotas and Montana and Washington 
Territories. This act of justice has been un­ 
reasonably delayed in the case of some cf them. 
Th© poople who have settled these Territories 
ate intelligent, enterprising, and patriotic, and 
tho accession of these new States will add 
strength to the ration 
It is duo to tho settlers 
in the Territories who have availed themselves 
of the invitations of our land laws to make their 
hom .s upon the public domain that their titles 
should be speedily adjusted and their honest 
entries confirmed by patent. 
“ It is very gratifying to observe the general in­ 
terest now being manifested in the reform of our 
eh ction laws. Those who have been for years 
calling attention to tho pressing necessity of 
throw ing about tho ballot-box and about elections 
further safeguards in order that our elections 
might not only be free and pure, but might 
clearly appear to be so, will welcome the accension 
of any who did not so soon discover the need of 
reform. The Nation.ii Congress has not as yet 
taken central of elections in that case over which 
tho Constitution gives it jurisdiction, but has 
accepted and adopted the elect ion laws of several 
States, provided penalties for their violation and 
a method for their supervision. Only the inef­ 
ficiency of the state laws or an unfair or partisan 
ailministrat I u of them could suggest a departure 
from this policy. 
It was clearly, however, lathe 
contemplation of tho framers of the Constitu­ 
tion that Bilch an exigency might arise and pro­ 
vision was wisoly made for it. Freedom of the 
ballot is a condition of our national life, and no i 
powor vested In Congress or in the Executive 
to secure or p* rpetuate it should remain unused 
ujn >n occasion. 
The people of all Congres­ 
sional districts have an equal Interest that 
election* 
in each shall truly express tho 
views and wishes of tho majority of tho quali­ 
fied electors rodding in it. The results of such 
elect ions are not local, and the insistence of 
electors residing in other districts that they 
shall bo pure aud free does not savor at all of 
immrtiiien -e. 
If in any of the bt ates pu Mio

Our revenue should be 
ample to meet the ordinary annual demands 
upon our Trvamry with sufficient margin for 
those extraordinary but scarcely less imperative 
demands xxhich arise now anil then, and expend­ 
itures should always bo m ale with economy 
and only upon public necessity. 
Wastefulness, 
profligacy, or favoritism in public expenditure* 
is criminal. But there is nothing in the condi­ 
tion of our country or of our people to suggest 
that anything presently necessary to the public 
prosperity, security, of honor should be unduly 
IHjstponed. 
It will be the duty of Congress 
wisely to forecast aud estimate these extraor­

surplus will remain. We will fortunately be 
able to apply to the redemption of the public 
debt any email and unforeseen excess of reve­ 
nue. This is better than to reduce our income 
below our necessary exi>endltures, with the re­ 
sulting choice between another cliango of our 
revenue laws and an increase of public debt. It 
is quite possible, I urn sure, to effect a neces­ 
sary reduction in our revenues without break­ 
ing down our protective tariff or seriously in 
juring any domestic industry. 
"The ©instruction of a sufficient number of 
modern war ships and of their necessary arma­ 
ment should progress a* rapidly as is con­ 
sistent with care and perfection In plans and 
workmanship.

I tlierefore recommend 
that the matter be referred to the fire 
department committee for investigation, 
and that said committee report to tbe 
council tho facts and any recommenda­ 
tions it may have to make thereon, to the 
next meeting of tbe Connell. 
The clerk read tbe journal ot the last 
regular and special meeting. Approved. 
Tbe clerk presented a batch of mis­ 
cellaneous bills against tbe sereral funds. 
Referred to finance committee. 
The February report of tbe Board of 
Education, 
showing expenditures of 
$2,016.37 for the month, was referred to 
tbe committee on schools. 
Th* following petition, signed by tie 
twelve “call men” in the fire department' 
was read by the clerk and referred to tbe 
committee on fire and water: 
To the Mayor and Common Council of the 
City of Janesvsllc: 
Toe undersigned, members of the fire 
department of .‘.aid city, known as ‘’call 
men,” respectfully represent to 
your 
honorable body that an effort is being 
made to procure tbe passage ot a law by 
tbe present legislature permitting the tax 
collected from the insurance companies 
in this city to be paid to and used by the 
“fire police company.” Your petitioners 
further represent and state that said tax 
has been heretofore distributed to all the 
members of tbe fire department, and the 
usaat amount received per year from that 
source is eight hundred dollars, and the 
call men received for the last year the 
sam of $16.74 each; that the sum of $50 
each per year now paid by the city is in­ 
adequate compensation for the services 
the call men are called upon to render; 
that under tbe present arrangements the 
money collected from insurance compa­ 
nies will amount to from $20 to $25 per 
year for each of the call men. Where­ 
fore, your petitioners pray that in case 
said proposed law is passed that the sal­ 
ary of the “call men” be raised from $50 
to $75 per ye:r.

th e y had tested different size whistles 
at the water works pumping statr.D, and 
none had been satisfactory with the 
steam pressure carried on the boilers.

Understanding that your committee on 
fire and water now have tbe question of 
purchasing a new book and ladder truck 
nuder consideration I refrain from any­ 
thing farther ti sn calling your attention 
to tLe recoin nit rdtttions in my last quar­ 
terly report. 
The fire alarm to'egraph is working 
satisfactorily and has proved a great ben­ 
efit to the fire department. 
The ex- 
p ctte of maintaining this alarm is not 
known definite^ , ss the accounts have 
not been kept et lyrately. 
Tbe engine houses require a thorough 
cleaning on the inside, and a new root is 
required on the east side house. Most of 
the work required can be performed by 
the regular men if the materials are fur­ 
nished. 
The opera bou^e fire forcibly illustra­ 
ted the necessity of placing water ser­ 
vices in each of the engine houses and 
placing thereon water ganges. I there­ 
fore again recommend that services be so 
placed and that Edison recording ganges 
be attached thereto in each engine house 
This will enable the firemen to ascertain 
th* direct water pressure at all times,
